Scarcity of Horses Only Drawback Feared for 
Meeting Opening Saturday. 



Ottawa, Ont.. .lime 11.— Everything is la readiness 
at Coimaiight I’ark for the oiieniiig of the inaugural 
meeting at the new i-iHirse on Saturday next. Tlie 
i-lnti lias s|M'iit $2.5i),(kK) on the plant and when the 
finisliiiig touches are put on it will be one of the 
haiidsoniest raiv courses in Caiiaila.

GREATEST RACE MARES OF ALL TIME. 

The three mares to earn the most money racing 
ill the world’s liistory are Sceptre. I’retly IVilly and 
lai F'leelie, and a glance througli tlieir careers will, 
I am sure, prove interesting. F'irst comes Sceptre, 
tired liy tlie late Duke of Westminster, and foaled 
on April !), 1S99. After his Grace’s death the 

daugliter of Persiminon and Ornament (sister lo 
Orinoiide) came up for sale on AA'ednesday morning 
of the Newmarket F'irst July meeting of 19(H), and 
was disposed of to Mr. Robert Sievier at the world's 
record prh-e for a yearling at 16,066 giiinea.s. In 
1!)03 lie disposed of Sceptre privately to Sir AVilliam 
Bass for $125,006, and .Sir William in turn sold licr 
oil tile Monday of the Newmarket .Second July Sales 
ill 1911, Messi's, Tattersall liecomiiig the mare's 
oiyiiers at 7 ,ihh» guineas. In 1901 Sceptre ran thrice, 
winning the Woodcotc Stakes and July Stakes, and 
lieing much off color when failing to defeat Game 
Cliick for the Clianipagne Stakes. 3'lie next seas.-iii 
slie conlested twelve races, failing in the Liueoln 
shire Handicap. Dcrliy. Grand I’rix de I’arls, Coro- 
nation Slakes, Sussex Stakes and Park Hill Stakes: 
her wins consisting of the Two and One Thiiosaiid 
Guineas, Oaks, St. James’ I’alaee Stakes, Nassau 
Stakes and St. I.eger. In 1!)0:> Sei-ptre won five 
times out of seven attempts, lier perRirmaiice in 
Hie JiM-key Club Stakes, wlien slio conceded Rix-k 
Sand fifteen iMiiinds and lieat him 'with consum- 
mate ease by four lengths, lieiiig perhaps tlie 
smooHiest one in ii very notalile career; and llic 
following year, when never aiiytliiiig approacliing 
her real self, the daugliter of Persinimoii run Ihrcc 
limes uiisiiceessfully. In all. Sceptre startnl on 
tweiily-five (H-easioiis. and won tliirteen races, worlli 
$191,41.5. She also eiirnial $16..5.S.5 place money, 
and ran three times in liamlicaps, twic«‘ witliout 
success for the Idncolnshire and for the Duke of 
York Stakes, which she secured after much disup- 
pointiiieiit. 

The next of tliis great trio, and an alisolulely 
raarveloiis mare up to a mile ami a half, hut not a 
real stayer like .Sceptre, is Pretty I’olly. wliich 
never coiiqiotcd in any handicap, ami only twice 
suffered defiait, in the I’rix dil Conscil Municipal, 
when ill a sea of nind she got done iiy aiioHicr three- 
ycar-old. I’rcslo II., lo which she was giving nine 
pounds besides lh(‘ sox allowance and when Bache- 
lor’s Button Is-at her for the .Ascot I ’mi. she heing 
Ihcii fairly jockeyed out of the race by some clever 
tactics. ill all I’rctty I’olly contested Iweiit.v-lwo 
races, her Iweiily wins' hichidiug Hie NuHoiml llreisl- 
ers’ I’i-ihIucc Stakes. Chaiiipagiie Stakes. .Aliddh- I’ark 
I’lale. (Inc Thousand Cuilieas. Oaks, Coronalioii
